Gentlemen, 

It  Is  my  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consider¬ 
ation  the  Annual  Renort  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Nev;  Mills  for  the  year  1963. 


The  winter  of  1963  was  the  vjorst  for  at  least  fifteen 
years  with  continuous  frost  throughout  January  and  Pebruarjr* 

The  end  of  the  long,  cold  spell  at  the  beginning  of  March  vjas 
accompanied  by  a  mild  outbreak  of  Influenza.  None  of  the 
notifia.ble  infectious  diseases  was  prevalent  and  the  nuinber 
of  sickness  benefit  claims  received  by  the  local  office  of 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  was  smaller 
than  last  year. 

There  v;ere  increases  in  the  estimated  population  and  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  and  decreases  In  the  birth,  death, 
neonatal  mortality  and  stillbirth  rates.  Both  the  stillbirth 
and  infantile  mortalit^r  rates  were  below  the  national  average. 
The  cause  of  deLith  in  two  of  the  three  deceased  infants  v;as 
pre  -aturlty. 

The  main  causes  of  death,  in  descen:’'' ing  or^''’er  of  frequency 
were  disea.ses  of  the  heart  and  ciculation  with  44  cases, 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  17  and  cancer  vjith 
15.  The  three  groups  accounted  for  67.26  per  cent  of  the  total 
n’l.mber.  The  average  age  at  death  was  74.27  years  for  women  and 
63.38  years  for  men;  70.27  per  cent  of  deaths  occurred  in  the 
65  years  and  over  age -group  an'  42.34  per  cent  in  those  aged  75 
or  more  years.

There  vjas  an  unexpected"  addition  to 
list  in  November,  1963,  when  it  was  discovered  that  extensive 
corrosion  had  affected  the  aluminium  structures  of  the  fifty 
temporary  bungalows  erected  in  1947  on  the  Hlghfleld  Estate.

resolved  that  the  bungalows  should  not  be  re-let  and 


that  the  tenants  shoub'"'  be  .viven  i.ramediate  prioritv  for  re- 
housing.  Cn  the  iieantime  the  already  existing  waiting  list  -was 
suspended.  In  New  Hills  slum  clearance  is  not  an  outstanding 
problem  but  there  are  a  number  of  sub-standard  dwellings  which 
are  without  modern  amenities  though  otherwise  in  soLind 
condition.  Nltn  the  general  needs  waiting  list  temporarily  in 
abeyance  and  the  shortage  of  houses  accentuated  by  the  physical 
and  economic  difficulty  of  providing  new  houses  v/lthln  a 
reasonable  time,  it  is  essential  that  these  older  houses  should 
not  be  allowed  to  deteriorate  and  fall,  into  the  unfit  category. 
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There  have  been  several  attempts  to  legislate  for  the  better 
maintens.nce  end  improvement  of  older  houses,  but  until  the 
introduction  of  the  discreti  onpur^?’  improvement  grants  scheme 
and  the  more  recent  standard  grants,  there  was  no  inducement 
to  landlords  to  invest  money  in  this  type  of  property. 

Although  the  schemes  entitled  both  landlords  and  owner- 
occupiors  to  generous  grants  for  the  mod erni section  of 
properties  with  a  good  expectation  of  life,  little  interest 
was  shavn  by  landlords  of  rented  property  who  preferred  to 
sell  with  vacant  possession  at  the  first  opportunity. 

Following  the  Ministry’s  apoeal  in  August,  19S2,  for  a  more 
determined  effort  to  secure  a  big  increase  in  the  number  of 
houses  improved,  the  Council  advertised  details  in  the  local 
press  of  the  grants  available,  A  d  1  sanpoint ing  response  was 
noted  in  1963  when  only  f if t5’--three  standard  gnants  were 
approved.  Few  of  the  applications  were  from  landlords  of 
rented  property.  Since  1958,  thirty-two  discretionary  and 
two  iiundred  aixl  fort 5^  standard  grants  have  been  approved  by 
the  Council,  There  are  still  many  houses  in  the  district 
which,  if  modernise'^'  and  well-maintained,  would  give  satis¬ 
factory  accommodation  for  a  period  of  years  and  prove  a  sound 
Investment  for  both  owners  an-  ratepayers.  The  Housing 
Department  is  always  ready  end  willing  to  advise  and  assist 
any  property  owners  who  would  like  information  about  the  grants* 

The  Hrban  District  Council  in  conjunction  with  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council  started  a  pilot  scheme  to  increase 
the  welfare  and  supporting  services  for  the  a:;,pd  and  infirm 
by  providing  laundr^^  facilities  for  those  vjho  require  help. 

The  laundry  on  the  Bakehurst  Estate  has  been  used  regularly  by 
the  Home  Help  Service  since  17th  September,  1963,  and  at  present 
twenty  hcuseholds  are  receiving  assistance,  "'/hen  more  equip¬ 
ment  becomes  available,  it  is  hope"  to  expand  this  new  coinaunity 
care  scheme  in  order  that  all  in  need  may  benefit. 

The  Health  Committee,  acting  in  its  capacity  as  a  Home 
Safety  Committee,  vjas  concerned  about  the  large  number  of  home 
accidents  which  occur  in  this  country.  In  order  to  spread 
knowledge  of  the  dangers  which  exist  in  the  average  home  and  to 
prevent  unnecessary  disability  and  suffering  which  result  from 
ignorance  of  safety  precautions,  the  Gomiuittee  agreed  to 
purchase  one  thousand  copies  of  the  Ro,S,''',A.  booklet  ^'Accidents 
in  the  Home*'.  As  the  age  groups  most  susceptible  to  home 
accidents  are  at  the  extremes  of  life,  it  was  decided  to  issue 
the  booklet  to  hoaes  with  children  up  to  ten  years  of  Cuge ,  and 
to  old  age  pensioners  cither  living  alone  or  with  another  old 
person.  The  schools,  the  clinic  and  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  assisted  in  the  distribution. 

The  Moat  Inspection  Regulations  which  camie  into  force  on 
1st  October,  1963,  were  made  to  ensure  that  all  local  authorities 
which  had  not  already  dono  so  would  provide  a  full  service  of 
moat  Inspection  suited  to  the  requirements  of  public  health  and 
of  the  meat  trade. 
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The  Regulations  require  that  all  home-killed  meat  shall  be 
inspected  and  marked  by  local  o.uthoritiGs  and  that  it  shall  not 
be  removed  from  slau^^ht erh ouses  uninspected.  The  Urban  District 
Council  has  alvja^^s  re^'^arded  meat  inspection  as  one  of  the 
essential  services  for  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  public  and 
for  mo.ny  ye  ars uith  close  co-o'-'cration  betucen  the  Iiec.lth 
Department  and  the  traders,  the  carcases  of  all  animals  sla^ught- 
ered.  witrdn  the  distrist  for  sale  for  huraan  consumption  have  been 
inspe  cted. 


Details  of  the  1962  mass  radiography  survey  are  given  at  the 
end  of  the  report.  "'Jhon  the  results  are  compared  with  those  of 
previous  siu?veys  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  progressive 
decrease  in  the  incidence  of  a.ctivc  co.se s  of  tuberculosis  from 
2.6  per  1,000  x-rajed  in  1953,  to  1.5  in  1953,  and  to  none  in 
1962c  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  arc  no  unknov/n  active  cases 
in  t  he  comunity  who  avoid  an  x-ray  of  the  chest  either  through 
apa^thy  or  foa^r.

In  1894  the  Urban  District  Council  of  New  Mills  succeeded 
the  Local  Board  or  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  which  had  conducted 
the  affairs  of  the  District  since  187",  Newtown,  formerly  in  the 
Fiural  District  of  Disley  in  Cheshire,  Y;as  added  in  1876* 

New  Mills  is  situated  in  north-west  Derbyshire,  its  western 
border  formin;^'  part  of  the  boundary  oetvjeen  Derbyshire  and  Cheshire, 
The  tOTn  has  many  and  varied  interests  and  is  a  centre  for  the 
textile  orintin,  trade.  Textile  engraving,  bleaching  Uwnd  dyeing 
give  emi^loyment  to  two -fifths  of  the  population. 

Pap ermalcing ,  confectionery,  metal  working,  stone  quarrying 
and  light  engineering  are  other  industries  of  the  scattered  t  own- 
sh  ip  • 

The  Manager  of  the  Jjabour  Exchange  has  very  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  relating  to  the  emoloyment  position  in 
the  New  I:.' ills  Employment  Exchsuige  area. 

The  average  number  of  wholl^^  uneii^ployed  during  1963  was  33 
(66  men  end  17  women),  the  highest  figure  being  110  (89  men  and 
21  women)  in  January,  and.  the  lovjest  being  65  (52  men  and  13 
vjomen )  in  Septe;'iber, 

Tie  Ja.nuary  figures  included  17  disabled  persons  of  whom  15 
were  men  en.d  the  Septe.afoer  flg;ures  13  (11  men).

Area  comparability  factors  in  respect  of  births  and  deaths 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  are  1.07  and  1.01  respectively 
for  1963.  Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  these 
factors  in  order  to  make  them  comparable  v/ith  rates  for  other 
areas.  The  adjustment  is  necessary  because  of  the  difference  in  the 
populations  as  regards  the  proportion  of  the  sex  and  age  group 
components.  Factors  are  based  on  1961  census  figures. 

Since  1956  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  make  allovjance  for  the  higher  death  rate 
in  the  institutional  section  of  the  population  and  in  1958  the 
birth  rate  area  comparability  factor  vms  similarly  adjusted  to  take 
account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  population  in  institutions  for 
the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient. 

From  1st  January,  1958,  the  Registrar  General  has  made  further 
modifications  in  the  procedure  for  the  transfer  of  deaths  occurring 
in  institutions.  Recording  to  the  nevj  s^rstem  of  allocation,  a  death 
in  a  chronic  sick  or  mental  hospital  has  been  assigned  to  the  area 
of  occurrence  only  if  the  deceased  had  been  there  for  6  months  or 
more.  If  the  deceased  had  been  there  less  than  6  months  the  death 
has  been  transferred  to  the  area  of  usual  residence,  if  any.

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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HSilLTH  SERVICES  IN  TEE  AREA. 


On  1st  August,  1961,  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
Act,  1960,  came  into  force,  and  responsibility  for  administering 
the  service  passed  from  the  Medical  Research  Council  to  the  new 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  Board.  The  Board  has  full 
statutory  authority"  and  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Minister 
of  Health. 


Laboratory  facilities  are  available  for  the  examination  of 
bacteriological  specimens  ^md  samples  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,  and  for  chemical 
examination  at  the  County  Offices,  Matlock.

The  Stockport  and  District  Walter  Board  has  been  the  vjater 
undertaking  au?3horlty  for  the  area  since  April,  1962*  The 
wat'-^r  v;hich  is  drawn  from  moorland  sources  is  stored  in  Kinder 
Reservoir.  .Before  distribution  it  is  treated  with  hydirated 
lime  and  alum,  filtered  througi'  rapid  sand  filters,  neutralized 
by  the  further  addition  of  hydrant ed  lime  to  counteract  any 
plUi'iibo- solvent  effect,  and  finally  chlorinated.  Frequent  tests 
are  made  dally  for  pE  and  residual  chlorine.  After  purifica¬ 
tion,  the  water  enters  the  aqueduct  which  passes  through  the 
district  along  the  route  of  A. 6015  and  supplies  a  covered 
service  reservoir  from  which  it  is  fed  into  the  town’s  mains.

PREVALENCE  iillD  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  OTHER  DISEASES, 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including 
tuberculosis,  notified  during  1963  was  22,  compared  with  57  in 
1962  and  155  in  1961. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

For  the  fourteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified  in  the  Urban  District  and  there  has  not  been  a  death 
from  the  disease  since  1937.  The  absence  of  the  Infection  is 
Tjithout  doubt  due  to  the  widespread  programme  of  iimnunisat ion 
continued  in  the  area  for  many  years. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  carried  out  by  a  medical  officer 
of  the  County  Health  Department  at  the  Clinic  and  schools  and  by 
general  practitioners.  The  diphtheria  prophylactic  is  now  always 
given  combined  with  other  antigens,  l.e.  tetanus  and  whooping  cough, 
in  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  injections.  The  figures  for 
children  protected  in  New  Mills  in  1963  were;-

SGi-iRLEI‘  FEVER. 

Scarlet  Fever  is  today  a  mild  disease  with  few  complications 
and  is  difficult  to  distinguish  from  other  streptococcal  conditions. 
The  decline  in  Incidence  and  severity  during  the  present  century 
miay  be  due  to  a  cyclical  change  in  the  virulence  of  the  organism, 
and  to  higher  standards  of  living.  Nine  cases  vjere  reported, 
children  under  seven  years  of  age  being  mainly  affected.

ROLTOMYEITTIS. 


Local  Health  Authority  arrangements  for  the  vaccination  of 
persons  und-er  forty  years  of  age  or  in  other  priority  groups 
remained  unchanged.  Sabin  oral  vaccine,  brought  into  use  in  March, 
1962,  has  novj  completely  replaced  the  Salk  type  at  the  clinic.  A 
total  of  39  first,  42  second,  48  third  and  40  fourth  doses  was 
given,  and  10  of  the  attendances  vwre  made  by  persons  of  15  years 
and  over. 
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There  has  been  only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  area  since  the 
more  com-prehenslve  scheme  of  vaccination  was  Introduced  in  the

NON- NOT  IF  TABLE  IDIFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Information  with  regard  to  non-notif lable  Infectious  disease 
is  obtained  from  t.  e  death  re  turns and  from  head,  teachers  who  are 
required  to  notify  absences  from  school  due  to  o.ny  infectious 
disease.  A  total  of  55  cases  of  infectious  disease  was  reported 
from  primary  schools,  the  most  prevalent  being  muir.ps  which  accounted 
for  40  cases.  Several  children  at  a  secondary  modern  school 
suffered  from  gastro-enteritis  to?jards  the  end  of  the  Autumn  term. 

The  occurrence  of  a  wdde spread  epidemic  such  as  influenza  is 
confirmed  by  the  sickness  returns  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and 
National  Insurance.  The  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
Informs  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  when  new  sickness 
benefit  claims  in  any  week  first  show  an  Increase  of  30  per  cent 
over  those  for  the  nreceding  week  or  reach  250  per  cent  of  the 
average  ?jeekly  number  of  new  claims  for  the  preceding  eight  months 
April  to  November.  The  thaw’  at  the  beginning  of  March  coincided  with 
a  mild  outbreak  of  influenza  but  the  number  of  sickness  benefit  claims 
received  was  much  smaller  than  last  year. 

INFESTATIONS. 


Children  infested  with  he  a"  lice  are  disinfested  by  means  of  a 
D.D.T.  preparation.  The  incidence  of  infestation  found  during 
cleanliness  surveys  decreased  from  8.16^  in  1962  to  4.3,^  in  1963 
when  more  surveys  were  carried  out. 

Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  scabies 
which  is  now  rare.  No  cases  were  encounterec^  during  1963.

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REPORT  ON  THE  SURVEY  OF  MILLS,  -DISI'EY 

AND  RAYRIBID, 

The  Unit  made  its  third  visit  to  Nev;  Mills  and  district 
between  the  7th  November  and  the  .5th,  December,  1962,  the 
previous  visit  having  been  made  in  1958.  On  this  occasion, 
arrsjigement s  were  made  for  the  Unit  to  set  up  in  Disley,  as 
well  as  New  Hills  and  Hayfleld.  a  combined  report  has  been 
compiled  in  order  to  provide  a  comparison  vjith  previous 
reports,  but  separate  figures  have  been  included  for  each 
district,  for  the  Information  of  the  Medical  Officers 
concerned.

The  employees  of  the  firms  in  the  vicinity  attended  at 
some  of  the  centres  listed  above.  A  programme  of  open  public 
sessions,  including  evening  sessions,  was  arranged  at  the 
Cricket  Pavilion,  Ha^T-field;  the  Methodist  Sunday  School,  and 
Torr  Top  mission.  New  Hills;  and  St.  Mary's  School,  Disley. 

These  sessions  were  widely  advertised  by  newspaper  announce¬ 
ments,  posters,  and  leaflets  distributed  to  householders. 

In  accordance  with  the  3oa.rd’s  policy  no  arrangements  were 
made  to  x-ray  school  children,  but  school  staffe  were  encouraged 
to  attend  special  sessions  after  school  hours.

Details  of  the  age  distribution  of  the  examinees  have  not  been 
given  in  the  report,  as  the  sampling  method  used  to  obtain  these 
figures  becomes  Increasingly  inaccurate  as  the  total  falls  beloej 
five  thousand.

!•  The  total  number  of  persons  examined  sho^A's  little  change  on 
the  1958  figures  apart  from  a.n  alteration  in  the  proportion  of 
”G-eneral  Public’*  and  **Factories/Of flees”  groups. 

2.  No  active  tuberculous  cases  ejere  discovered  at  this  survey 
compared  \^ith  six  found  in  1958.  Twelve  cases  requiring  observa¬ 
tion  only  were  discovered  compared  with  twenty- six  in  1958.  It  is 
is  gratifying  to  find  that  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  fallen  so 
so  much  since  the  Unit  commenced  surve^^ing  the  area  "n  1953,  when 
twelve  active  cases  vjere  found. 

3.  Small  numbers  of  other  non-tube rculous  abnormalities  v'erc 
found  Including  a  malignant  neoplasm,  several  cases  of  heart 
disease,  three  of  sarcoidosis  and  tvi/elve  simple  inflammatory  lesions 
of  the  lung.  All  these  and  many  of  the  other  abnormalities  detailed 
required  further  inve  stl^,ati  ons  ■■■or  treatment. 

All  the  abnormal  cases  wore  referred  to  their  ovjn  doctors,  the 
majority  for  further  investigations  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  Hospital. 
Thanks  should  be  extended  to  Dr.  Smith  and  his  chest  team  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  in  dealing  with  the  majority  of  those  new 
cases.
